Three proposals to slash $351,000 
from the “B” budget of the board of 
education in order to balance it with 
anticipated receipts for 1927 will be 
offered at the regular meeting of 
the board at 3 o'clock this afternoon 
at Walker Street school, it became 
known Monday. This information 
leaked out following a caucus Monday 
of several of the board. 
These reports were current Monday 
aftemioon and were verified Moaday 
night at a meeting of the’ Capitol 
View Civic league. 

Th»: first alternative, according to 
well-founded reports, is to slash sal- 
aries of all employees of the system 
from 10 to 15 per cent; the second, 
to consolidate schools and “herd” 60 
to 75 students into a class room, re- 
ducing the tea force one-half; 
third, to cut out kindergartens, the 
bureau of statistics and attendance, 
and the visual education department. 

It was said that the board has 
worked out a plan to legally slash 
teachers’ salaries and discharge those 
who might be dropped in event of a 
‘“‘wholesale’ consolidation, but these 
details were not made public.

Teachers are employed under civil 
service rules and it has been held that 
they are, therefore, under contract 
and that their salaries, when once 
fixed are effective for the entire year.

MEASURE PASSED 


Washington, , February 7.—Crea- 
tion of an American merchant marine 
was given added impetus tonight when 
the senate passed an amendment to the 


merchant marine act of 1920 author- 
izing the establishment of a_revoly- 
ing construction fund of $125,000,000 
to be collected from revenues from 
sales and operations by the United 
States shipping board. 

This fund, to be taken as the “con- 
struction loan fund,” is to be used 
in making loans to aid building of 
yessels of the most efficient type for 
establishment or maintenance of 
service on lines being deemed cesirable 
or necessary by the shipping board.

Bill Despite Opposition ~ 


President’s Decision Is 
Slated To Make Politi- 
cal History for Next 
Few Years.

Washington, February 7.—( United 
News.)-—As the time draws near for 
a vote on the McNary-Haugen farm 
relief bill, one political question ab- 
sorbs Washington — will President 
Coolidge sign or veto the ‘measure? 

Assuming, as most in congress do, 
that the bill will pass, Coolidge’s de- 
cision will write political history for 
the next few years. 

All here regard the test as proba- 
bly the outstanding one of Coolidge’s 


presidential career. If he signs the 
bill his renomination is almost inevi- 
table. If he vetoes it there will be 
a rush te Frank O. Lowden, one of 
the sponsors of the farm bill. Cool- 
idge will find himself the object of a 
great anti-third term cry with Low- 
den as a new political favorite. 


This view of the possibilities is. 


held, not only by most observers in 
congress but by some who are ex- 
tremely close to the president. Yet 
Coolidge’s intentions remain a mys- 
tery. ‘ 

“I know the president was ready 
to veto the bill if it had reached him 
last spring,” said one republican sen- 
ator today. “Just because there is 
going to be another election is no 
reason for him to .change his mind. 
A man only weakens himself when 
he does that. People lose respect 
for him unless he has the courage 


to stand by his convictions. Didn't 
he veto the soldier bonus bill just te- 
fore the 1924 election?

“The president doesn’t dare to veto 
this bill,” he said.

Senator Curtis, majority leader, to« 
day pr osed his substitute for the 
McNary bill. It also provides $250,- 
000,000 for a revolving fund to hel 
farmers dispose of their crops and is 
similar to the McNary bill in many 
other respects. The chief difference 
is that it does not provide the equal- 
ization fee for assessing farmers to 
defray the cost of marketing surplus 
crops abroad. It would merely loan 
them the money. Curtis says it is 
sounder than the equalization fee plan. 
McNary says it is the McNary plan 
except that it drops the qualization. 
fee provision for the government re- 
covering the money it advances. .

tion, causes, symptoms, effects or 
cures of “same” will henceforward 
and forever more find the Egyptian 
sphinx voluble on this subject as com- 
pared with the avowedly sarcastic but 
nevertheless benevolent conductor of 
this column.- Ask me no questions 
about blood pressure and I'll tell you 
no lies. Right here today and tomor- 
row, I’m telling all I’m going to tell 
about blood pressure this year, and I 


earnestly hope that everybody who has / 


it, thinks he has it or thinks of having 
it will gather from these remarks the 
good health suggestion I wish to con- 
vey, namely, that one’s blood pressure 
is a thing which one should never 
think of or worry about or even con- 
sider. Thinking, talking or stewing 
over one’s blood pressure is about the 
most bootless and most mischievious 
form of depravity an individual, sick 
or well, can indulge in. 

The type of doctor that casually or 
frankly informs a client that his blood 
pressure is a few “points” too high or 
too low or that he has high blood pres- 
sure or low blood pressure is fortunate- 
ly becoming unpopular and obscure. 
He beldngs on the shelf along with the 
old fossil who used to hedge and quib- 
ble over cases of “weak lungs,” “spots,” 
“run down condition” and “overwork” 


while the unfortunate patient drifted | 


from bad to worse. Toward the end 
of his regime, for which termination 
thank heaven, this pretentious practi- 
tioner had a large number of victims 
under his eontrol, victims who fondly 
cherished such interesting 
“rales,” “shadows.” “catarrhal condi- 
tion in right apex” in lieu of a frank 
and unreserved medical opinion as to 
whether the patient had or had not 
tuberculosis. 

This outburst is prompted by a let-

“Whereas, its use in therapeutics, 
as a tonic or stimulant or as a food. 
has no scientific basis; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that the use of alcohol 
as a therapeutic agent should be dis-

“Besides,” added the court, “there 
is no right to practice medicine which 
is not subordinate to the police pow- 
ers of the states.”

But when he learned that this fed- 
eral distillery partnership would be a 
valuable campaign asset for the Cool- 
idge administration and the republican 
party, Wheeler swallowed his protest 
and has since been giving*the bill all 
the backing’ he can command. © *:

Police charged that El- 
liott had already refused to admit her 
to the front door and that he ran io 
the back door and either pushed her or 
caused her to fall backward from the 
stoop. Her skull was fractured. 

A coroner's jury held Elliott respoa- 
sible for murder, but after a prelimi- 
nary hearing here, State’s Attorney 
Wilson admitted he did not possess 
sufficien. evidence to gain a convic- 
tion on a murder charge. Later, «& 
grand jury returned an _ indictment 
charging manslaughter. Elliott bas con- 
tinued to deny all charges.

I understand that 
the inability to secure liquors for 
medicinal purposes may work a hard- 
ship on hospitals and other institu- 
tions, but in view of the plain sfate- 
ment of the law in both these rulings 
I can do nothing but refuse to allow 


liquor to be issued through this office. |

With reference.to the form of con- 
tract for the payment of interest and 
principal, bonds are of two classes: 
Coupen bonds and registered bonds. 


The commoner form is the .coupon 
bond. This form.of bound is usually 
made payable to the bearer, and the 
interest payments are represented by 
separate interest notes or coupons at- 
tached to the certificate, also payable 
to the bearer. These coupons are num- 
bered consecutively, and each bears 
the amount of interest payable on 
each interest date, usually semi- 
annually, throughout the life of the 
obligation. When a coupon matures, 
or becomes due, the holder of the 
bond “clips” it and presents it for 
payment at his bank or at the bank or 
office of the issuing company. 

Since coupon bonds are made pay- 
able to the bearer, they do not carry 
the name of the owner. Sometimes, 
however, coupon bonds have the privi- 
lege of registration of principal, that 
is, the principal of the bond can 
“registered” in the name of the owned.

BILL IS APPROVED 


Washington, February 7.—(/)—-Ex- 
penditures of an additional $125,000.- 
000 for new public buildings, of which 
$100,000,000 would be for projects 
throughout the country ahd the re- 
mainder for the District of Colum- 
bia, was approved today by the 
house, The senate must act on the 
bill before it can go to the president. 

The amount would be in addition 
to the $165,000,000 authorized for new 
federal buildings and postoffices last 
vear. It would inerease to 
000,000 the total available for new 
buildings in the various states, and 
to $75,000,000 the District of Colum- 
bia allotment with $15,000,000 pro- 
vided to complete projects already au- 
thorized. 

The entire fund of $290,000,000 
would be expended under direction of 
the secretary of the treasury: and the 
postmaster general, no specific alloca- 
tions being madein either this or last 
year's bills.
